JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 3lst March ; and by the Pacific mail we have seven days’ 
later news, viz., to the 7th April; the P. and O. mail from 
London Feb. 6 arrived out on the 27th March, and the fol- 
lowing French mail of Feb. 13 was received on the 5th April. 
The Japan Herald supplies the following items of intelli- 
gence :— 

We stated in a former issue that it was the intention of the 
Government, as soon as domestic troubles were allayed, to fit 
out an expedition to Formosa, to chastise the barbarous tribes 
of that island for their outrages upon shipwrecked Japanese 
cast upon their inhospitable shores. A declaration of war is to 
be forthwith published, and an expedition fitted out with all 
despatch. The Chinese Government, however, are not likely to 
Pome the Japanese to exercise any territorial rights on the 

and, 

We published in our last the news of the loss of the Messa- 

eries Maritimes steamer Vil, and although a fortnight has since 
elapsed, but little further intelligence has been made public. No 
official report or statement has yet been furnished, nor has any 
list of the passengers and crew appeared. Everything seems to 
have been done in the most languid and approved red-tape 
method. The French gunboat Bourayne, which was sent down 
to the wreck, did not leave here until eighteen hours after the 
news of the calamity was known ; and since her return with the 
four survivors an investigation has been held at the French Con- 
sulate, but as it was private, the public are still without informa- 
tion other than the press itself has furnished. A funeral service 
for the victims of the calamity was celebrated at the Catholic 
Church on the 3lst March, which was very numerously 


The Bourayne brings a report that the wreck lies in about forty 
metres depth of water, in Yoshida Bay, about 200 yards length 
from the shore, and some four or five miles from Iro-o-saki light- 
house. The spot is called Midzu Ishi. The tops of the main and 
fore masts are still visible. The ship struck at about half-past 
eleven o’clock on the night of the 20th-21st March, before sight- 
ing the light on Rock Island, for which, it is said, she was 
making. At the time of the accident the sea was heavy, and the 
weather thick and misty, the rain prevents those on board from 
seeing either the light on Rock Island or that on Iro-o-saki. It 
is supposed also that the strong currents prevalent in these parts, 
the directions and strength of which are but imperfectly 
known, have not a little contributed to the catastrophe. 
Only four persons, as surmised, have been saved, consisting 
of Me Muraour (a passenger), the baker and two sailors. 
As well as can be ascertained, there were on board 
some ninety-two persons altogether, consisting of the crew 
of sixty Europeans, and twenty-five Chinamen, seven passengers, 
and the postal agent. During the day of the 20th the land had 
been seen but very indistinctly, and the night was excessively 
dark, accompanied with fog and rain. Those on board were 
trying to make out the lights above indicated, known to be at 
no t distance, when, at about half-past eleven, the ship 
touched the ground slightly. This, it appears, roused most of 
the passengers, who immediately came up on the deck. She was 
at once turned astern. As fate would have it, one of the pistons 
broke. Sail was next got up, but whilst trying to weather a 
point she again struck, this time heavily, on some outlying rocks, 
about a quarter of an hour after first touching the bottom. She 
was immediately anchored to prevent her drifting ashore, whilst 
the boats were hens got out. These, however, it appears, with 
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the exception of one, had been rigged in-board, on account of 
heavy weather. What was the precise interval between 
the ship’s striking and her consequent sinking is difficult 
to ascertain, but it is said to have been about ten minutes, 
and therefore the crew were unable to get out the above- 
mentioned boats, lashed in-board, ere she sank. This may 
account for the extraordinary loss of life we have unfor- 
tunately to record. Others, on the contrary, attribute the 
exceasive logs of life so near the shore to the fact that the coast 





there is bordered with upright as well as hidden rocks, against | 


which thoee who jumped from the vessel (which all momentarily 
expected to sink), were dashed to pieces, or so seriously injured 
that they must have soon sunk in their efforts to gain the shore. 
However this may be, two of the sailors, as the vessel was going 
down, cut the falls of the only boat at liberty hanging outside, 
jumped into her, and pushed off. M. Meraour had on deck laid 
old of a life-preserver, but sank with the vessel. On regaining 
the surface he laid hold of two pieces of the wreck lying near 
him, and made as well as he could for the shore, when he was 
happily picked up bythemen intheboat. Theyall rowed about the 
locality until about seven o’clock the next morning, but could see 
no one else. The baker, the fourth one saved, after jumping 
overboard, like many others before him, freely managed to 
reach the land in a spot where it was possible to clamber up the 
rocks. On the 21st March two bodies were washed ashore—one 
that of M. Luccioni, with his forehead cut open, and a second one 
that of a Chinaman, with the top of his head gone, evidentl 
through being dashed against the rocks. On the 27th Marc 
another body, that of a Chinaman, was also recovered. It is to 
be noted that the Japanese in the neighbourhood of the wreck 
treated the survivors well ; considerable praise is also due to Mr. 
Johnson, the pilot, for his disinterested conduct in supplying 
them with many creature comforts not possessed by the natives. 

As soon as the news of the loss of the Vi reached Tokio, 
Iwasaki Yataro, the manager of the Mitsubeshi Company, im- 
mediately took measures to send assistance, and early on the 
26th March the s.s, Shoey-Leen left for the scene of the disaster, 
to render any ible help. Conduct such as this deserves 
every praise, both on account of its being unsought for as well 
as being disinterested. The act of Iwasaki Yataro shows such 
an amount of good feeling and sympathy for those concerned, 
that we have much pleasure in bringing it to the notice of the 
public. Captain Leet, of H.M.S. Priscle, also offered the ser- 
vice of that vessel as soon as the news reached him ; but the 
French Minister deemed it unnec to avail himself of Ca) 
tain Leet’s offer, as the Bowrayne was in port. We can scarcely 
understand why the Bourayne did not leave on the 25th, instead 
of the 26th ; it seems to us that more alacrity might have been 
shown. After such a catastrophe any assistance to be of service 
could not have been rendered too soon. Owing, it is said, to the 
dangerous nature of the coast, and the exposed and troubled sea 
prevailing as a rule in the neighbourhood, the probability of 
saving the cargo of the Mid, or portions of it, are extremely 
problematical. 

From the official investigation into the loss of the steamer, as 
yet unpublished, it appears that on first touching the ground the 
captain gave orders to reverse the engines, which was at once 
done. On endeavouring to resume further progreas along the 
coast, however, one of the pistons broke. Every effort was made 
below to remedy the defect by orders from the captain himself, 
who was and had been on deck prior to and at the time of 
touching. In the meantime sail was got up, with a view of aa- 
sisting the vessel in ita crippled state, but owing to the rough 
sea, and the violence of the wind at the time, she gradually 
drifted on to the coast, notwithstanding all that could be done 
to prevent it, lodging finally between two forked rocks. It was 
considered to be folly to take to the boats, owing to the violence 
of the tempest, and the rocks about. The captain and passengers 
felt so secure in this position that no one wished for the moment 
to on the vessel, and anchor was cast, in the hope that she 
would gradually settle down on a sandbank, or some such 
bottom, so near were they to the coast. The hopes of the un- 
fortunates were soon rudely shaken. The raging wind and sea 
dislodged the vessel from her presumed secure position, shaking 
her violently from side to side, and dashing her against the two 
jutting rocks, knocking in the starboard side. Shifting from her 
original position, she at last went down slowly, bow frst, many 
of the passengers, as in the case of the baker, so firm was the 
belief in the shallowness of the water thereabouts, remaining on 
the receding deck until their feet were under water. 

The following are the names of the passengers who were on 
board the ill-fated steamer :—M. Leiseberg, M. Bovenschen, 
natives of Germany ; Mme. Avril, native of ce; Mr. Law- 
rence, native of England ; M. Liccioni, M. Muraour (saved), 
natives of France ; Mr. Yoshida, native of J apan. (All the fore- 
going embarked at Marseilles.) M. O. Pallier, native of France, 
embarked at Saigon. 

We notice the arrival by the P.M.S.S. Japan of some very 
fine thoroughbred cattle, which have been imported by Messrs. 
J. H. Hall and Co., with the view of improving the breed of 
eattle in this country. 

The following items of news are taken from the Japan Mail :— 

The Japanese Government have decided on sending un expedi- 
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tion to Formosa in consequence of the outrages committed upon 
the erew of a junk from Meiacosima in the year 1871, and with 
a view of preventing similar occurrences in future. The plan to 
be adopted consists of the occupation of the Southern Point of 
the Island, which will enable the ison to command the 
territory of the aboriginal tribes, over which the Chinese Govern- 
ment disclaim all jurisdiction. When Soyeji the late 
Japanese Foreign Minister, was at Peking the intentions of the 
Japanese Government were fully laid before the Chinese C-hinet, 
and it is believed that no objection was offered to the course now 
about to be pursued. We cannot allay our own fears that this 
joint occupation of the Island will lead to future jealousies and 
mnisunderstandings. 

Attention has been drawn very prominently to éhe grave 
misrépresentations made in some of the American journals, and 

rticularly in the San Francisco Bulletin, of the attitude of the 
alerts Representatives vis-a-vis of this Government. The 
charges of imperious and dictatorial demands disappear before the 
documents we have published elsewhere in this issue. It were 
much to be wished that the (suspicions and the jealousy charac- 
teristic of the present attitude of the Government would also 


a 
uch discussion has lately taken among Japanese officials 
and nobles respecting the establishment of a deliberativeassembly, 
and announcements have from time to time been made that the 
Mikado had given his assent to such an institution. The last 
phase which rumour has assumed is that a house of the nobles 
is to be called, and that the formation of a more popular assembly 
is deferred for some future time. We believe these reports to be 
without further foundation than that the institution of such 
assemblies in the future is probable, 

In view of the late destructive fires the ss of the fire in- 
surance companies have held a meeting, resi ting in the forma- 
tion of a committee to inquire into the causes, so far as they may 
be known, and the circumstances, so far as they can be ascer- 
tained, attending the late fire, and all future similar occurrences, 
It cannot be doubted that the step is a necessary and prudent 
one, and it may be hoped that it will result in reducing the 
number of these disasters in the future. 

The Nagasaki og fe report an unquiet state of affairs in the 
south, and more or less actual collision between parties of insur- 
gents and the Imperial troops. The actual truth ing this 
seems little known to foreigners, but the Government at Yedo 
certainly is perfectly easy in regard to the entire suppression of 
the late rebellion. 

A revival of trade to some extent took place about the middle 
of last month, but stagnation has set in again, and great com- 
plaints are made of it. 

By this mail we have to note the be acy of eee George E, 
Lane, for some years the head agent of the Pacific Mail Cor Ye 
Capt. Lane has earned by his urbanity the regard of all. We can 
only say that he leaves here with the best wishes of everybody. 
Indefatigable in his duties, he was an agent whom the Company 
will find it hard to replace, except at adisadvantage: Courteous

A meeting has been held to arrange for our annual regatta. 

At the first general meeting of the Yokohama Literary So- 
ciety Mr. W. W. Cargill read a paper on “The Rise and Pro- 
gress of the System of Banking carried on in the East.” 

Having stated that, with one exception, none of the existing English 
Exchange Banks had their origin in Europe, but that the system had 
been commenced in British India, he to deacribe the rise and 
development of the great Eastern trade in India, the Straits, and China, 
At Bombay, where the want of such a s was most felt, the incor- 
poration in 1840 ‘of the first public having given little practical 
relief to the mercantile community, the Bank of Western India was 
established two years later, which was subsequently merged into the 
Oriental Bank, and became the foundation of the whole Eastern Exe 
change Bank system as it now exists. The serious difficulties to be 
encountered, the jealousy and hostility to be overcome, and the legal 
disabilities to ea BS up with, were next noticed ; and the precautionary 
measures adopted to meet these difficulties were described. The paper 
showed that the great commercial crisis of 1847 had enhanced the 
credit of the Oriental Bank, and given it a solidity it never afterwards 
lost. or it had been able at that critical period to supply its customers 
freely with sight drafts on England, and to make heavy shipments of 
bullion to London, which had arrived there at the height of the panic 
and attracted public notice in the city. The effects of the collapse of 
the Union Bank of Calcutta in 1848 upon the Oriental Bany.,,nd its 
numerous branches, and the despondency and uneasiness of ita propriée 
tors until the grant of a royal charter limiting their liability and con 
taining adequate powers of conducting their business were ically 
detailed. In conclusion, Mr. Cargill remarked that now no par} 
of the British dominions and no other portions of British trade enjoy 
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more banking facilities than those in the East, and that the Oriental 
Bank ws the first institution to create general exchange business. Its 
history was therefore truly the history of the system of can banking 
and exchange in the East, and ita unrivalled success, followed by others 
on the same model, had provided that aid to commerce which we now 
see in living operation. 


~~ HIOGO-OSAKA. 

Advices extend to the 2nd April; the P. and O. mail 
from London Feb. 6 arrived out on the 30th'March, The follow- 
ing is taken from the Hiogo News :— 

We have had a narrow escape from what would have been one 
of the most serious fires which have happened in Kobe for some 
time. About twenty-five minutes past twelve on the night of 
the 2lst March the mellow notes of the Japanese bell at the 
Municipal Buildings, preceding by a few seconds the sharper 
clang of the small fire bell in the Public Park, roused the popu- 
lation. The scene of the disaster was found to be on the west 
side of the Ujikawa, and the fire had got hold of a large quantity 
of timber which was stored upon an irregular quadrangular 
piece of ground which is bounded on the north by the railway, 
on the west by a creek, on the south by the sea, and on the east 
by Mitsui’s Bank, some godowns and an eating house which 
communicated with the Bank premises. The Kobe Fire Brigade 
engine and the Japanese Shand and Mason were immediately at 
work, and more water was poured in on the south and 
west by two small engines from the Railway depot. The 
heat was intense, one of the leading hosemen by the 
godown having his leather helmet melted on his head, 
and the spectacle presented was that of a lake of fire, giving off 
dense clouds of smoke and steam on the east and south-east, 
indicative of where the untiring engines were pouring forth their 
steady streams. About two o'clock work and water began to 
get the u hand, and foot by foot the water travelled west- 
wards, till dawn next morning showed little but sodden heaps 
of charcoal. What the loss would have been had the flames 
fastened upon the threatened godowns, the Bank itself, the eat- 
ing house, the ship building yard of Messrs. Strome and Co. and 
the houses on Benten-no-hama we cannot estimate, but we may 
gay at a rough guess the timber which has been destroyed did 
not represent less than $5,000, and we believe it was altogether 

‘uninsured. The services of the Foreign Brigades have been 
courteously acknowledged by Enoye Masaru, who was present. 

The laying down of the first line of rails on the Kobe and 
Osaka section of the Imperial Railways having been reported 
completed, an engine and some iages were run through as an 
experiment from end to end without the occurrence of any hitch. 
How much longer it may be before the arrangements for con- 
ducting traffic will be completed we cannot say, but we believe 
the state of the permanent way throughout was found most 
satisfactory.

NAGASAKL 
An account of some of the details connected with the military 
operations at Saga has been given by a native eye-witness, who 
was present at that time in the hattle-field. It ap ina 
recent issue of the Nagasaki Shimbun, and the following is an 
abridgment of the particulars. The dates in many instances 
appear to be wanting, and the account is same his discon- 


On the 22nd of Fecrouy the lmeeent troepa, commanded by Take- 
thouchi and three officers, received orders to retake and guard the 

-office of head encampment at Tajiro, and were despatched 
from the Kencho to perform this service. When they reached the foot 
of the bill at Asahiyama they found it had been strongly fortified by 
the rebels, but it had been already retaken by the Imperial troops, as 
also were Uruino Todoroki, Murata, and Nakabara. The rebels had 
retreated from this locality, and the head encampment was removed to 
Nakabara, As the four officials in the Treasury who belonged to the 
4th and 10th regiments still remained in Tajiro, they were sent to 
muster some fifty or sixty soldiers to garrison it, and to bring to that 
place some stores and arms. They returned that night to the 
Treasury-qfice, together with the goods, which were removed to 
the head ,ticampment. A little before 1 o'clock a.m. on the 23rd 
February 4 party of Saga men made a sortie and attacked our camp, 

ing near to the outaide of the town, where they fired a bt 
The guards of the encampment engaged them, but finding themselves 
unable to resiat the invaders, retired some distance. In the meantime 











from the place. The Imperialists, without pursuing any further, re- 
tired to the camp ; and a vigilant guard was kept to prevent further 
attempts from being made. During these affairs two soldiers were 
wounded, but several trophies were captured, consisting of swords and 
guns. About 7 a.m. the rebel army encamped at Senosbita, in the 
Chickugo province, and after firing a few shots they marched across the 
river to Yemi. On their way they set fire to the villages of Mametsu, 
Akashi, &c. While taking refreshment here the Saga men, who were 
concealed in the bush, suddenly opened fire upon us. The Imperial 
troops maintained their ground boldly, exposed as they were, and the 
fighting was hard, and many of the latter fell down wounded or killed 
by the shots from the guns of the then invisible enemy. Towards 
6 p.m. both parties retired, the Imperialists to Senoshita. A com 

of Saga Volunteers, under the name of Mayeyama, who marched from 
Sumiyosi, Chickugo, and had joined the Imperialists, were engaged in 
this battle, and the majority were wounded during the fighting. This 
contingent had nearly eighty officers and men either killed or wounded ; 
the latter were carried into the hospital. 

At daybreak on the 24th two regiments of Imperial troops with two 
guns marched some distance in search of the insurgents. On coming 
up with them a battle soon commenced, but after fighting for a few 
hours the rebels retreated and set fire to Hiyamizucho. They were 
pursued by the Imperial troops until reaching a narrow passage cub 
through the mountain. The retreating forces then made another stand, 
and offered a strong resistance which checked fur a time the advance of 
the commander of the reserve corps. At 5 o'clock p.M., Okubo, Minister 
for Home Affairs, arrived, and this gave encouragement to the Impe- 
rialists. The commander, Kodama, leading two regiments which had 
been sent there as reinforcements, drove them back. As the rebels 
retreated they set fire to Yadeno and then crossed over to the opposite 
side of the river of the same name, where they again made another 
stand, but they finally retreated, firing the farmers’ houses in Kanzaki 
as they left. The Imperial troops then shelled that place, and this 
caused the fire to spread rapidly in four directions. After the sun had 
set all the Imperial troops retired to Kokeno; one regiment, how- 
ever, remained quartered in the temple, which had escaped deatruc- 
are eae g the conflagration. During this last battle Kodama was 


On the ea the 10th March{the rebel chiefs Shima Danye- 
moro, Soyeshima Kensuke, Sigematsu Motoyemon, Murata Yuzo 
and seven other persons were arrested at Kagosima. Yeto, who 
also conceals himself there, has not yet been captured. Those 
captured have since been sent to Saga. Information received 
from the districts recently disturbed states that quietude prevails 
in them, and that the people have returned to their usual avoca- 
tions. 

We hear that Fushiminomiya, the relation of the Mikado who 
left Tokio a short time since, has been instructed to institute 
enquiries into the grievances existing in the provinces he visits in 
the course of his journey in the southern districts. He has 
already visited Osaka, Hiogo, Fukuhoka, Saga and Higo, and he 
is expected to arrive here shortly from the latter place. 

Wehearthat the Judicial Court here hasrecently been constantly 
employed in investigating numerous complaints that have been 
lodged. by the Consuls and the residents regarding the thievin 
propensities of the coolie class. Trials are going on daily, and 
the decisions given have generally been of such a nature as to 
relieve the public of the presence of the delinquents, who are 
sentenced to imprisonment for various terms wi hard labour. 

A distyrbance amongst the crew of the American whaling 
barque Jui Allen has occurred, which necessitated the master 
of that vessel making an application to the United States Consul 
who communicated with the commanding officer of the United 
States corvette Lackawanna for assistance. A portion of the 
crew have been secured and are in irons, while those who have 
m to break their fetters have since been doubly ironed: 
We understand the offence they are charged with is refusal of 
duty, and that the men attempt to justify their conduct on the 
ground that the master refused to allow them to have a run on 
shore previous to rewuming their voyage.

The minutes of the last meeting of Treaty Consuls, though 
showing that several matters of public importance have engaged 
the attention of that body, do not form a record of faits accom- 
plt.

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Japanese dollars—with what result the minutes do not, how- 
ever, inform us.—An attempt is to be made to do away with the 
system of New Year presents, which, from simple and grace- 
ful courtesy, appears to have developed in China into meaning- 
less and troublesome ceremonial. 

The annual meeting of the Union Steam Navigation Company 
has been held. The report and accounts showed a debit ce 
on working account of T'ls. 53,567.53, which also forms the deficit 
in assets against a capital liability of Tls. 309,911.81. The Chair- 

Mr. cis, gave a full explanation of the circumstances 
under which this result was arrived at, and moved that the re- 
port and accounts be passed. Mr. A. Dent proposed an amend- 
ment that the meeting be adjourned a fortnight, to enable share- 
holders to consult the detailed accounts laid on the table ; but on 
a show of hands this was lost by five, or 920 shares to 702, and 
the original proposition carried by the same numbers. Mr. Talbot 
Olyphant’s election to the board of directors, in room of Mr. A. 
a Hayes jun., was confirmed, and Mr. Francis was re-elected. 
The auditors, Messrs. P. Maclean and R. F. Eastlack, were also 
re-elected. At an extraordinary general meeting, held imme- 
diately afterwards, it was resolved that the company be dissolved 
and its affairs wound up by the board ; and a further resolution 
adjourned the meeting till Ist June, when the shareholders will 
be asked to confirm this action. 

The absence of any news concerning the steamer Manchu, 
although nearly three weeks have now elapsed since she left 
Nagasaki, leads to her safety being despaired of. The United 
States naval authorities despatched the Lackawanna on the 
26th March to cruise in quest of her; but a telegram has been 
received from Nagasaki, saying that she had returned without 
finding any traces of the missing vessel, after a thorough search. 
Apprehensions of the worst are rather confirmed, too, by the 
arrival of recent steamers from Amoy without hearing of or 
meeting with a trace of her. ' 

The election of Municipal Councillors for ‘the ensuing year is 
fixed for the 14th and 15th April, and nominations are to be 
sent in to the Council Room not later than the 6th. We are 
glad to hear that there isa prospect of more life in the pro- 
ceedings than has lately been the case. It is rumoured that 
sufficient gentlemen have allowed themselves to be put in nomi- 
nation to ensure a contested election. 

An important commercial case has been decided at the Mixed 
Court, before the Chinese istrate, Chen, and Mr. Stronach, 
British Assessor. The plaintiffs, Messrs, Butterfield and Swire, 
had sold about 16,000 pieces of 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings to Féng- 
kee, the defendant, but in consequence of the broker leaving 
Shanghai, the transaction was not formally concluded by the 

igning of a contract. Defendant, however, went to plaintiffs, 
and said he did not want so many as 16,000 pieces, but agreed 
to take 11,400 at Tls.1.9.2 per piece. For this number he took 
out transit passes ; and these documents, containing a description 
of the marks on the bales, and being in Féng-kee’s hands, plain- 
tiffs were effectually prevented from selling the goods to anyone 
else. The market had since fallen six candareens. Defendant 
admitted that he had the transit passes in his possession now, 
but stated that he was only an employé, that the transaction was 
not on account of the Féng-kee hong, but for himself personally, 
and that he had no money to meet the logs. He offered a com- 
Cc of two cands. per piece. It was stated that defendant 
been known as Féngkee for the last eighteen months, 
and that no one else is known in Shanghai by the same name. 
They refused to accept the compromise offered. The Court 
decreed that the defendant was liable for the amount claimed, 
and gave him three days to settle the case or take delivery, 
failing which he would be imprisoned till he did so.

It appeared that the te0 defendant Chinamen went to Ae P. M. 
8. Co.’s office a day or two before the sailing of the Costa Rica, 
and purchased tickets for the passage of twenty-three women 
and girls for San Francisco, at a cost of $1,035. is fact becom- 

nown to the Chinese authorities, and the circumstances 
under which they were about to sail seeming suspicious, applica- 
tion was made at the U. S. Consulate-General—(where the ap- 
pearance of so many females to be asked, for official certification, 
whether they were voluntary emigrants had already attracted 
attention)—to prohibit their hese bore passage until the matter 
had been enquired into. The app ication was granted, and the 
two Chinamen were subsequently apprehended. One of the two, 
who Bs peda himself as a godown keeper in the em- 
ploy the P. and O. Company, sta to the Court 
that he became acquainted with the other man at Ningpo; 
that on meeting him a few days agoin Shanghai the other 
asked where he could obtain passage tickets to San Fran- 
cisco, and that he merely accompanied him to the office to show 
him the way, knowing nothing further of the matter. The other 
defendant said he was the proprietor of a salt-fish shop at San 
Francisco, from which A ore) he arrived about three months ago 
after having been resident some eight or ten years. Wishing to 
return, he had taken tickets for his wife, his daughter-in-law, a 
‘woman who understood the curing of salt fish, a servant, and two 
‘women to get the fish from the market, thus making upa personal 
retinue of seven females ; while the other fifteen women merely 
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asked him to obtain their passage tickets, he knowing nothing 
more about them. These statements not ered deemed suffi- 
ciently satisfactory, the case was adjourned till the afternoon for 
the presence of the women. The explanation of the greater. 
number of them was that it had been their intention to go to San 
Francisco to husbands and brothers, and that they had asked one 
of the accused to obtain tickets for them—thus bearing out, ge a 
certain extent the previous statement. The matter is still under 
investigation. ; 

In the matter of good roads the recent wet weather has found 
the Settlement wretchedly deficient. The newly laid portion of 
the Bund has been about the only place where the pedestrian 
could find comfortable rest for the sole of his foot from the de- 
luge of dirt; for not a few of the roads in the foreign, and 
many in the Chinese quarters, were quagmires, appalling to foot - 
passengers, and sometimes even to the drivers in carriages. An 
effort been made here and there to remedy this by a hasty 
application of metal, but sone we are glad to see so much bei 
done, we think the municipal authorities would have confe 
a greater immediate benefit by sending out a number of coolies 
with mud-scrapers, if such things exist in the municipal economy. 

The continuance of the Ring and the ee of or 
country in co uence, ca’ a postponement of the gene 
parade called for the 28th of March. We understand, how- 
ever, that arrangements are in progress which promise that 
Shanghai will have an Easter Monday sham fight between the 
Blue Jackets and Volunteers. We hope the weather will not 
again interfere with the proj plans. 

The Amateur Dramatic Company announce their third per 
formance for the Season, to take seer on the 8th April. e 
drama, of “ The Bells” is to form the attraction ; and as it is being 
closely rehearsed, and will bring forward prominently again some 
of our best actors, we may look for something good. The 
Amateurs of H.M.S. Cadmus have given a performance at the 
Lyceum for the benefit of the Hospital, and the German 
Amateurs have given a performance at the Club Concordia 
with the greatest success. 

The annual meeting of members of the cricket club has been 
held, Mr. Groom in the chair. The Chairman explained at 
some length the position of the club, and the causes which led to 
there being a debit balance. The repairs and extension of the 
pavilion, and the failure of the voluntary subscription suggested 
at last meeting in producing the amount anticipated from it, 
were the chief causes of this. The new Committee elected were 
Messrs. Groom (President), Hearn, Anderson, Tate, St. Croix, 
and Caldbeck. A resolution was passed to raise the entrance fee 
from Tls, 5 to Tls, 10—the original rate. Some desultory dis- 
cussion arose about various matters. 

At a meeting of the Mih-ho-loong Rifle Company, thirty 
members present, new rules were P and it was resolved to 
appoint a sub-lieutenant, to be elected by ballot, as well as to 
make some minor ¢ in the staff of the company. The 
motto of “shoulder to shoulder” was adopted, and it appeared 
to be resolved that the energy with which the organisation was 
kept up should prove the fitness of the selection. Mr. Groom 
was awarded a special vote of thanks for the active interest he 
had taken in revivifying the company. 

Dr. Macgowan has aldveseed a crowded meeting at the Tem- 
perance Hall, when he gave a lucid and at times facetious expo- 
sition of the Darwinian theory of the origin of the human race ; 
entering at some length into the arguments of naturalists an 
philosophers of note, both for and against the transmutation 

rinciples, At the close of the lecture it was announced that 
Mtr. Stent would shortly deliver a lecture there on Chinese 
theatricals. 

The Peking Gazette of the 15th March contains the first notice 
of the resumption of relations with Burmah, since the subjec- 
tion of Yunnan. In the first place, a Burmese official comes to 
offer to the Governor of Yunnan some treasure which the Maho- 
medan chief had a across the frontier ; and in the second, 
an Envoy from the King of Burmah congratulates the Emperor 
on the success of his ie rae begs instructions regarding the 
sending of tribute! The mission would seem more remark- 
ably honest, if we were not told that the Imperialists threatened 
to go and fetch the money if it were not surrendered. Touching 
the second, we remember an edict, published some years ago, 
about Siam wishing to send tribute! and a letter which “the 
Regent of Siam caused to be written to this journal, repudiating 
any such idea. We suspect the overtures from Burmah are 
really very like those from Siam—to open up and regulate com- 
mercial intercourse. 

The Herald's Peking correspondent writes as follows :— 

The Emperor’s journey to the Imperial tombe is a momentous affair, 
especially as roads have to be made. We are having very agreeable 
weather, but not a flake of snow, despite all the prayers of his Majesty. 
There is a rumour that Mr. Wade will go south in the Spring. to go up 
the Yangtaze, and people hint at Ichang, but all is mystery.) -I wonder 
sometimes for what reason diplomatists think they are here. Common 
sense suggests, to look after the interests of their nationals ; but from 
the careful way in which these are excluded from all information, it can 
hardly be so. There have been’ some changes in the college staff. Mr. 
McKean, formerly in H.M.’s Consular Service, who for the last year 
has been Professor of English at the Peking College (in succeasion to 

| Mr. M. O’Brien) has like his predecessor been admitted into the Cus- 
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toms Service, and is succeeded at the college by an American gentle- 
man, Mr. J. P. Cowles. 

Instead of improving, the Piece Goods market has become 
worse. The principal imports have been freely offered, but 
buyers have held off, and although once or twice a tendency 
towards business has been manifested by the trade, it has not 
amounted to anything. The inducements placed before the 
dealers have been considered insufficient. Whenever they have 
found sellers ready to meet them at their own rates, they have 
invariably withdrawn or demanded another and yet another 
candareen ; moreover, they have been afraid to enter into any 
transactions of importance. Prices have not yet seen their lowest 
—so they aver—and a declining market here means loss to them. 
From Hankow, a rather better enquiry for Cotton Goods is re- 

rted, and, but for the dulness ruling at Shanghai, advices state 
That dealers would have more confidence in going into stock. 
The demand is described as “ by no means active for the season 
of the year,” and yet late steamers up-river have taken consider- 
able supplies hence. At Chefoo a sort of panic has prevailed. 
C.P.H. Mpeacock chop 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings, which were recently 
sold there at Tls. 1.88 to 1.90 per piece, have dropped to Tls. 1.80, 
and sales at that were almost impracticable ; and this, with a 
total export from hence since the opening of the season, of not 
more than 60,000 pieces. 

The Shanghai Courier gives the following items of news :— 

By the steamer Taku, which left on the Ist April, for the 
North, the Spanish Minister, M. Pereira, and his secretary, M. 
de Otin, returned to Peking. 

At the Mixed Court a coolie, who has been in the employ of a 
foreign firm for about two years, has been brought up, charged 
with purloining the key of asafe. It appears that having ob- 
tained ion of it, he set to work toiget a brass one made, 
go that he might eventually get a duplicate in iron. It seems he 
‘was rather an old hand at this class of business, as he had previ- 
ously obtained the duplicate of a key for the Compradore’s 
room, by which means he managed to fcarry off a number of 
horse-rugs, umbrellas, &c. His career has been for the present 
checked by Chen sentencing him to two hundred blows, and 
three months’ e. 

A meeting has been held at the rooms of the Asiatic Society 
for the purpose of considering the desirability of establishing a 
Museum in Shanghai. The project received the unanimous 

val of those present, and a committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Woehie, Groom, Fitzgerald, and Pryer, was elected for the purpose 
of having an interview with the Council of the Asiatic Society's 
Branch. This interview took place, and the Council, having the 
matter explained to them, determined (to support the scheme 
financially and otherwise and authorised the committee to take 
steps at once. Since then, we believe, the services of a man who

Giquel to H. E. Shen, the Imperial Commissioner of the 
Arsenal, has, we learn, been submitted to the consideration of a 
High Commission appointed by the ‘Emperor, consisting of Tso 
T -tang, the orginator of the Arsenal, now Governor-General 
of Shensi, and Kansuh, Li Hung-chang, Governor General of 
Chihli, Li, Governor-General of Fohkien and Chekiang, and 
Shen, the Arsenal Commissioner—who will shortly report, 
whether and how, and how far, the recommendations of M. 
Giquel as to the future of the Arsenal and its pupils ought to be 
carried out. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the}9th April; no 
later mail from London had arrived out. The Daily Press 
supplies the following items of intelligence :— 


The annual meeting of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce 
was held at the City Hall on the 7th April. There were pre- 
sent:—The Hon. P. Ryrie (chairman), Messrs, Jensen, Karberg, 
R. Scott, Walker, H. Nelson, 8. D. Sassoon, Greig, Kahn, G. 
Heard, and Deacon. 

The Chairman said that the business of the meeting was to receive 
the half-yearly report and accounts. They had already had the report 
some time before them, and his only regret was that there was s0 little 
in it. At the same time the half-year had not been quite barren. The 
committee had had a very satisfactory interview with Admiral Jenkins, 
and an equally satisfactory communication from Admiral Shadwell, 

& vith regard to the survey of the coast, and he thought that there was 
“nothing further to be done in the matter, but to await the arrival of 
the ships which were expected at the fall of the year, and to ascertain 
whether the American Government wouldalso do anything in the matter. 
He himself thought they might count upon Admiral Jenkins. With re- 
gard to the question of telegraphic communication, he was not aware that 
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anything had been done to improve the communication, butonething was 
worthy of note, and that was that of late there had been fewer breaks. 
Passing to the subject of the native cruisers, he said he did not think 
they could say much on this point at the present time, as it would be 
better to wait until the report of the Commission lately appointed to 
inquire into it had been published. He was not at liberty at present 


to mention anything with regard to it, and would only say that when 


the Chamber had the report before them they would have ample 
grounds for drawing up the proposed memorial to the Secretary of 
State. As soon as particulars were obtained no time should be lost in 
drawing up that document. There was no doubt that the matter was 
becoming more serious to the trade of the port every day, through the 
unwarrantable proceedings of these people. A number of letters had been 
written, and the replies were not satisfactory. He did not think that 
any pergon in China could mend the matter in any way. The Go- 
vernment seemed to have left Hong Kong to the mercy of the Hoppo, 
who ap to be a most objectionable person, Coming from Macao 
the other day the speaker had entered into conversation with a China- 
man long known to him, who stated that he had been seized by these 
scoundrels, taken to Canton, and kept in durance vile, and made to pay 
Tis. 40,000 before they released him. This man was well-known in 
China generally, and had been known to the Chairman himself for over 
twenty years. There was only one way to speak to the Chinese about 
this, and that was to use the only language they understood and tell 
them they must behave themselves properly or they would be punished. 
There was no doubt that they were at present carrying things a great 
deal too far. With respect to the question of currency, he stated that 
the matter had now been referred to the Government at home, and the 
Chamber would have to wait and sce what steps would be taken. 
Referring to a proposed alteration in one of the rules of the Chamber, 
he pointed out that it was only considered necessary to have one gene- 
ral meeting a year instead of two. The next point was the one dollar 
note question. A proposition would be brought forward, which he 
believed, from remarks made by the members of the Chamber, would 
receive their support. 


The report having been adopted, the Chairman moved the 
following resolution :—“ That this Chamber has heard with con- 
siderable regret that the Governor has received intimation of a 
desire on the part of the Home authorities that the one dollar 
Bank notes now in circulation in the colony should be withdrawn, 
especially as experience has shown their peculiar adaptability to 
the wants of the local trade, and while they fully endorse the 
views expressed in the memorial recently forwarded from the 
community, the members would further express the hope that 
such representations may be made as may lead to this mace of 
circulation being retained.” The resolution was adopted. 
Messrs. Walker and Nelson were then elected members of the 
committee in the room of Messrs. Kaye and Leeman resigned, 
and the proceedings terminated with the customary vote of thanks 
to the chairman. 


A report upon the health of the colony has been issued by Dr. 
From this it appears that the mortality in the colon 

has been much less than the ave for ten years past. This 
Dr. Ayres attributes to the increased heavy rainfall, and the cir- 
cumstance is of importance, as there is reason to believe that the 
larger rainfall of late years is attributable to the increased vege- 
tation, and may, therefore, be permanently looked for. On the 
other hand, an increase in typhus fever is noted, which is attri- 
buted to the dirty habits of the native population, and is con- 
sidered to point to the necessity for improvement in the drainin, 
of the colony. Upon this point the colonial surgeon speaks with 
some emphasis. He says that he has made it a subject of special 
report, and that an improved condition of the houses of the 
lower classes would cause a considerable diminution of this 
class of cases. He considers that the disease is increasing in the 
severity of its form, and that unless some steps be taken the 
plague may become endemic in the colony, and possibly end ina 
severe epidemic. The report upon the civil hospital is very un- 
favourable as regards the accommodation there, and it is to be 
hoped that some steps will soon be taken for the erection of a 
more suitable building. A point of considerable interest in 
respect to the ordinary means of preserving health is suggested 
by remarks which Dr. Ayres makes in reference to the Sikh 
policemen. He states that the larger portion of them who were 
sent to the sy ety suffered from diarrhea, brought on by their 
being in the habit of wearing their native clothing when off 
duty, and]thus being subject to catching cold easily. On the 
whole, the report of the Colonial-Surgeon is encouraging, and 
does not give ground to apprehend any serious falling off in the 
healthiness of the colony, except with regard to such diseases gs 
are likely to be engendered by defective drainage and other 
causes which are within our own control. 

We have received a copy of the report of the Diocesan School 
for the past year. There are at present vacancies in the home 
for six fe; , and about the same number of girls, The trea- 
surer’s report shows that the expenses of the home for the 
coming year are estimated at $4,500. Of this sum it is expected 
that about one-half will be received in the way of fees from the 

rents and guardians, About $2,250 must, therefore, be raised 
by voluntary contributions if the home is to be continued on its 

resent satisfactory footing, and for this sum the committee con- 
dent] appeal to the well-known liberality of the residents in 
Hong Kong, which we feel confident will not be withheld. 

We hear that information has been received to the effect that 

the Master of the Calcutta Mint has offered, should the Govern- 
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ment consent to the arrangement, to coin a suitable dollar for 
circulation in Hong Kong. 

The committee of the Tungwha Hospital have waited upon 
the Governor to beg him to mitigate the sentence of death 
passed recently on the four Chinese prisoners, who were found 
guilty of murder, but were recommended to mercy by the jury. 

The building of the lighthouse at Cape d’Aguilar is fast pro- 

ing ; the keeper's house is very nearly finished. The long- 
talked of lighthouse on Green Island will soon be a reality, as 
the foundation-stone is about to be laid. 

The steamer Yesso after undergoing extensive repairs has 
made a satisfactory trial trip. The steamer Kiwangtung has been 
sent over to the Kowloon Dock to be cleaned and painted ; and 
the steamer Vingpo will be docked, for the purpose of having a 
new 9 ania fitted. 

The Government Gazette notes that Mr. C. F. A. Sangster has 
been appointed clerk of Court, vice Mr. H. J. Holmes, resigned, 
and that the ordinance for the oral examination ofp risoners 
will take effect from the 7th April. 

We note the arrival of Chiarinis’ Royal Italian Circus, which 
has no less that twenty-five star performers and thirty trained 
horses and ponies. 

The Pacific mail steamer Japan, Captain Freeman, arrived on 
the 4th April with dates from San Francisco to 2nd March. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The advices by the present mail extend to the 17th April. 
The French mail from London March 13 arrived out on the 14th 
April. The following summary of news is from the Straits 
Times :— 

The Colonial steamer Pluto returned to this port on the 15th 
April from Perak, whither she had been with the Hon, J. W. W. 

irch, Colonial Secretary. On the downward passage the Pluto, 
in company with H.M.S. Avon, called in at Klang, and took 
down with them Tunkoo dia Oodin and Mr. J. G. Davidson. 
Returning, the Pluto brought the Tunkoo and Mr. Davidson as 
far as the Qualla Klang. 

We are requested to call attention to the Chinese class in the 
Raffles Institution, now conducted by Mr. Pickering, the Chinese 
interpreter. The trustees are throwing this class open to lads 
not attending the school during the day, indeed, they are anxious 
that Mr. Pickering’s pupils should mainly consist of young men 
who have finished their ordinary schooling. For most boys it 
would be too much to do the work of the English classes, and at 
the same time study the Chinese languages to any aes, 
but for young men in offices it is believed that this class may be 
found to be useful, and not to present insurmountable difficul- 
ties. In itself the Chinese language is not attractive ; certainly 
it'cannot be acquired without laborious study. But the extreme 
desirability of imparting a knowledge of Chinese to men who 
would remain outside of Chinese control has been long seen ; 
and it is in the public interest that an effort to accomplish this 
should be successful. Every one is conscious of the need of 
trustworthy men competent to act as Chinese interpreters in our 
Courts. It is often extremely hard to reach the truth in those 
criminal cases in which Chinamen are involved ; and in order 
that justice may be administered, it is important that we should 
have interpreters who would not be governed by Chinese secret 
societies and other malign influences. It might also be found 
by-and-bye that a knowledge of Chinese would be of value in 
mercantile offices. To attract scholars to Mr. Pickering, the 
Raffles trustees not only hold out the prospect of the good ap- 
pointments which a knowledge of Chinese would certainly open 
up in various directions, but they promise also immediate rewards 
in the shape of valuable scholarships. If the class is attended by 
a respectable number, three scholarships ($120, $96, and $72 re- 
spectively) will be offered at the close of the year to the competi- 
tion of the pupils. Altogether the scheme seems to deserve suc- 
cess, and we trust that at the end of 1874 the trustees will be 
able to report that the class has been well attended, and that the 
boys have made ex:ellent progress. 

A terrible double murder and murderous assault has been 
committed in the Campong Krabow district. A Bengallee 
serang named Mooharrak, living in Albert-street, had some 
trouble with his wife, a native of Malacca, who had, we under- 
stand, prosecuted him in the police-court for ill-treatment. He 

“rushed upon her with a knife or razor, and cut her throat, in- 
“fitting a mortal injury, and then turning upon another woman 
in the house, drew the knife directly across her face, making a 
gash from ear to ear, and then ran out into the street. The 
alarm was raised, and several persons ‘ran to check his progress, 
whom the murderer assailed with his knife as they obstructed 
his way. One of these, a convict, received such injuries that he 
died shortly after reaching hospital. No less than five persons 
in all were more or less injured by the assassin, who ended by 
cutting his own throat, without, however, inflicting a dangerous 
wound, and was shortly afterwards arrested, and sent to hos- 
ptal.

The baa Map upon the subject of the Woosung Bar has been 
ating p t opens with a letter from Mr. Harper, secretary of the 

vage Association, London, to Mr. Hammond, in which the etate of 
the Bar is pointed out. Then follows a letter from Mr. Morris, of 
Shanghai, and others to Mr. Dick, Commissioner of Customs, complain- 
ing of the state of the Bar, which is duly acknowledged by Mr. Dick. 
Mr. Hammond then addresses Mr. Harper, informing that gentleman 
that his communication will be referred to Her Majesty's Minister at 
Peking, and the letter from Lord Granville to Mr. Wade follows. Mr. 
Hill, of the General Post-office then writes to Mr. Hammond, enclosing 
a letter from Mr. Bethune, of the P. and 0. Company, referring to the 
interruption caused to the mail service, both of which communica- 
tions are forwarded to Mr. Wade. Mr. Wade replies to Lord Gran- 
villa, informing him that Mr. Hart had been authorised by the 
Yemen to expend a considerable sum upon a dredging appa- 
ratus.

Viscount Enfield then forwards to Mr. Harper and Mr. Hill the 
ettract of Mr. Wade’s reply to Lord Granville. Mr, Tilley, of the 
Poast-office, then addresses Mr. Hammond on behalf of the P. and O.

from Admiral Shadwell and the other from Captain Arthur, are en- 
closed. Of these communications upon the subject of the cost and 
means of dredging the Bar Mr. Tilley is duly informed.

In reply to your Lordship’s despatch of January 30, regarding the 
Ww Bar, the matter has heen pressed upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the last two years. I was given to understand that the 
necessary outlay was about to be sanctioned. Sinoe 13th of February, 
besides verbal communications, I have written three despatches to the 
Prince, and this day inform him of your instructions now received, 





Tra ADULTERATION,—We omitted to notice, while dealing with this 
question some time since, the petition presented to the Governor of 
Macao by the principal merchants of that place, protesting against the 
adulteration of tea by Chinese merchants. In this document it was 
stated that the discovery had been made that Chinese merchants having 
tea manufactories of their own at St. Lazar and eleewhere, had been in 
the habit of using a mixture of iron filings, black sand, lime cactus, 
willow leaves, &c. These trifles, although ostensibly intended for the 
benefit of the Chinese trade alone, were really exported, and his Excel- 
lency the Governor was asked to adopt adequate measures for the 
abolition of the evil. The Governor, upon receipt of this petition, took 
measures for the apprehension of all tea substances met with in the 
manufactories, and had them sent to the officer of health for analysis. 
The result was that there were no proofs to justify legal aL proceedings 
against the tea merchants. His Excellency, therefore, ordered his Secre- 
tary to say, in reply to the petitioners, that the substances found were 
not pernicious to health, but some of them were well recommended (it 
does not say by whom) for animal economy. The reply concludes by 
pointing out the fact that should manufacturers adulterate the marks 
of well-known firms the offended parties have the privilege of bringing 
a criminal action; while, as if to some extent in palliation of adultera- 
tion generally, reference was made to the adulteration of champagne in 
France and the “doctoring” of beer in England. 

Ir was lately stated that “pigeon” or pidjin English played so 
important a part in the intercourse between Europeans and Asiatics 
as to suggest the possibility that this curious jargon, produced by the 
combined efforts of Englishmen who know a little Chinese and of 
Chinamen who know a little English, may do duty cs the universal 
language. English with the “pigeon” element left out would, how- 
ever, be more convenient, and such a consummation seems to be anti- 
cipated by Mr. Bayard Taylor, who, writing to the New York Tribune 
from Alexandria, notices the astonishing spread of the English language 
within the last twenty years. “French, which until the last few years 
was indispensable, has been,” he writes, “slowly fading into the back- 
ground, and is already less available than English for Italy and all the 
Orient.” 

Tue ship Moorsfort, 1,100 tons, from Shields for Bombay with coal 
for the P. and O. Company's gervice, was burned at sea un the 16th 
ult. When discovered to be on fire every effort was made by the 
captain and crew to save her, but finding that there was no prospect 
of getting atthe seat of the danger preparations wore made for the 
worst. The hatches were eventually blown off, and a tremendous 
explosion, followed by another, having occurred, the vessel became a 
mass of flames. The boate were launched, and remained by the burn- 
ing craft until the next day, when the Dutch barque Xrimpen, took 
the crew on board and landed them at the Cape of (iood Hope. 


THe Messageries Maritimes Company's steamer Sindh, with the pre- 
sent inward mail, arrived at Marseilles on the 15th inst. at 8 a.m. She 
brought 142 passengers and a general cargo, including 687 bales of silk, 
8,379 packages of tea, and 16 bales of sundries, for London, which part 
of her cargo has been forwarded to its destination per company’s 
steamer Gange, due in London on or about the 26th inst. 


Sir Georaz CaMpsBELL, late Lieut.-Governor of Bengal, has arrived 
from Calcutta, to take his seat in the Council of the Secretary of State 
for India, having been appointed to succeed Sir Louis Malet, C.B., 
appointed Under-Secretary of State in the room of the late Mr. Herman 
Merivale.

THE FRENCH TREATY WITH TONGQUIN. 

THE French Government would seem to have come to a 
settlement with the ruler of Tongquin, which will have 
the effect of opening up that jealous little kingdom to 
foreign commercial enterprise at last. There seems now 
to be left but one State only along the whole coast line of 
Eastern Asia which still closes its gates, and refuses 
treay relations with the West. We allude of course to 
Korea, which the United States made a show of chastising 
some short time back, but which was no doubt left by the 
Americans more obstinately hostile than before, because they 
were at any rate able to pretend that they had successfully 
beaten the foreign intruder from their shores. As to 
Tongquin, the text of the Treaty actually signed has not 
yet been made public, but the main points agreed to are 
that three ports shall be thrown open to trade ; that Euro- 
peans shall be allowed to reside and make purchases at 
these three points of Tongquinese territory, protected by a 
French Consul and a garrison of 100 men. Those to 
whom permits have been granted by the French Consul 
are to be allowed to travel without restraint in the 
interior of the kingdom, and produce may be brought 
down through the country overland from China. The 
Catholic religion and worship may be established every- 
where without molestation. The Annamite Government 
is to pay to Spain an indemnity of 1,000,000 piastres. 
France presents the KING with five steamboats of 500- 
horse power each, 100 cannon, and 1,000 muskets. 
The KING, in case his subjects rebel, is forbidden to 
apply to any other country than France for aid. If the 
foregoing brief outline really comprises all the leading 
provisions of this new treaty, and we have good reason to 
believe that it does, we scarcely think that many will be 
disposed to find fault with the course which France has 
pursued. She would have shown greater liberality had 
she secured for Protestants the same advantages as for 
Catholics, but after all, we doubt whether the officials at 
the Court of Tongquin will know much about the points 
which separate the Christian Churches, or be disposed to 
cast out the American missionary and cherish the Catholic 
ecco The recognition of the latter secures toleration, at 
east, for the former. It may not be generally known that 
this is the second treaty which France has concluded with 
Cochin-China. So far back as 1787 the French entered 
into an offensive and defensive alliance with the Emperor 
of ANNAM, and an embassy was despatched from Cochin- 
China to Versailles. It was then agreed that France should 
send a fleet and army to restore the EMPEROR—at that 
time it seems an exile—to his throne, receiving in return 
a considerable territorial cession, and many commercial 
privileges. But the Revolution broke out, the restorer of 
deposed monarchs was himself deposed, and so the nego- 
tiation came to an end. However, in 1817 Louis XVIIL 
sent a message to Cochin-China, claiming that the Treaty 
of 1787 should be fulfilled, and received, as might be anti- 
cipated, a scornful refusal. 

When we pause to consider what results may be ex- 
pected from this second, and less pretentious, Convention, 
it is natural for us first. to inquire whether it is likely in 
any way to conflict with the interests of British commerce. 
We think that its influence will be rather the reverse ; we 
have had hitherto no market for English goods in Tong- 
quin, but we can now send our commodities thither with- 
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out let or hindrance. All we have to do is to persuade the 
Tongquinese to buy them, a much less easy task. If there 
is any carrying trade to be done along these coasts still we 
have nothing to fear from France, for have we not seen the 
Saigon Chamber of Commerce admitting a few months 
tack that the French carrying trade in Eastern waters had ~ 
dwindled to zero, and passed entirely into other hands ? ; 

Very little is as yet known as to the real condition of the 
Tongquinese. It may, and very probably will, turn out that 
the trade of the country has been for years past in the hands 
of Chinamen, and if that is not the case already it is almost 
certain to become so within the lapse of a very few years. 
The Chinese merchant in dealing with native races of a 
language akin to his own will run a very close match even 
with a Scotchman ; and as to the French, with their quick 
temper, their hauteur, and their inability to resist the 
climate, the Chinamen will beat them out of the field. 
Parsees from India will, doubtless, hurry to this new com- 
mercial centre with their gold cloths and Bombay chowls ; 
that is if they are not to be found established at Hué 
already, which very possibly may be the case. But as to 
the mass of the population—we call it “mass,” though 
we have really no means of guessing the number of inha- 
bitants—we cannot yet be certain whether they will become 
ready purchasers of European goods. There is nothing in 
the Treaty—so far as our information extends—as to ex- 
portation of rice, and it remains to be seen what are the 
capacities of the country for doing an export trade in that 
commodity. Gold and silver we know they have in 
abundance, and probably other valuable mineral resources 
lie hidden in the mountains of the interior. But no per- 
mission has been obtained to open mines, and even were 
this otherwise capitalists would hardly risk a venture 
among the fastnesses of. a still unreconciled and turbulent 
race. We say turbulent, because it is clear that there has 
been fighting in the country up to a very recent date, and 
it seems that it was while interfering in some local dis- 
turbances that FRANCOIS GARNIER met his untimely and 
violent end. 

After all, it is not the hope of establishing an important 
local trade that has taken the French to Tongquin. What 
they really anticipate is that they will be able to make the 
Songkoi river a channel of communication with the 
Western Provinces of China. We doubt the success of the 
undertaking. The Songkoi may turn out broad and deep, 
without rocks or rapids, and in every way favourable to 
navigation, but if there is to be an important overland 
trade with the Celestial Empire, it must come down the 
Trawaddy or the Salween, and not down the Songkoi. 
France has done all that foresight requires to ensure the 
success of her scheme; she has made a treaty with the 
King of Birma, by which freedom to trade and travel in 
Birmese dominions for French subjects has been secured, 
and now she has established an outpost at the mouth of 
the Songkoi. But can she divert trade from its natural 
channel? Moulmein and Rangoon are really much 
nearer to Europe and India than Hong Kong or Shanghai, 
and goods sent to Birma from Yunan and Khwy-Tchou 
have far less distance to be conveyed. But no particular 
end is subserved by laying down the merchandise at the 
mouth of the Songkoi, as far from Europe, or nearly 80, as 
the Chinese ports, where there are no resident British 
capitalists to buy _ the commodities for shipment—a 
place, in fact, which leads nowhere ; whereas Birma con- 
tains in itself two great trading centres, and directly fronts 
the dense masses of the populous provinces of India. On 
the whole, then, we think we have little to hope and less 
to fear from the advance of the tricolour along the banks 
of the Songkoi. 


THE RESIDENT AT PERAK. 

Mr. LoWTHER announced in the House on Monday that 
Government had not yet come ‘to any decision respecting 
Sir A. CLaRKE’s plan for appointing a Resident in Perak ; 
but he went on to say that if it were adopted, and suitable 
officers who spoke Malay or Chinese were not to be found 
in the Straits Service, the deficiency would be supplied 
from officers of the Indian army who had been stationed 
in the Straits, or from the Chinese Consular Service. As 
well might Mr. LowTHER look for adepts in Greek and 
Russian, among our officers who were once quartered in 
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Corfu or who served in the Crimea, as look for a Malay or | besides the chief—to inquire into the condition of the 


Chinese scholar among the Madras officers who were sent 
from their sleepy hollow to what they justly deemed the 
“foreign” station of the Straits. The Consular Service 
may supply speakers of Chinese, but this would be an un- 
important qualification in a Resident sent to teach the 
Malays how to govern their country; for a Malay rajah 
knows as much of Chinese as he does of Italian ; and the 
majority of the Chinese who flock to the Straits and the 
Peninsula soon pick up the Malay language from the in- 
habitants. Besides, the Chinese of one province is un- 
intelligible to the people of another. The Cantonese, for 
instance, does not understand a word of the Amoy or 
Fohkien dialect. In the Straits two or three Chinese 
dialects are spoken, and it is not unusual to see two 
Celestials conversing in Malay, because their mother 
tongues are Greek to each other. The Straits Ser- 
vice has, no doubt, excellent officers, with all the re- 
quisite linguistic and other qualifications, though it 
may be doubted whether they are to be found amon 
the Bin heroes whom Sir H. Orp delighted to scant 
for their ‘useful aid and connivance in the building and 
whitewashing of the great monument of his fame—Go- 
vernment House. Certainly the want of self-respect, which 
the late Governor liked so much in subordinates, is not 
exactly the quality which is best calculated to command 
the respect of the natives. It is to be hoped, at all events, 
that Sir A. CLARKE will restore the Indian practice on the 
subject of presents, and that we shall hear no more of 
- Baksheesh in the Straits It would be bad enough to 
“make a Residency, what acting appointments used to be, 
the reward of complaisant neglect of duty ; but it would 
be worse to send to the Malays a teacher who might onl 
unteach them the “vain error” of supposing that Britis 
’ officers scorned to take a present of their krises, or slabs 
of tin and gold teapots. 


THE BARON VON OVERBECK’S section of the Chinese de- 
ene at the Vienna Exhibition has been awarded the 
ollowing prizes :—Three medals of progress (highest class), 
fifteen medals of merit, twelve diplomas of “Vanoutablc 
mention, three large medals for excellence in taste and 
‘designs, three medals for “ mitarbeiter,” altogether thirty- 
six prizes, which will be forwarded to the recipients as 
soon as_ they are ready, which will be some time in July 
next. The President of the French Republic has conferred 
upon Baron VON OVERBECK the distinction of the Legion 
of Honour, accompanied by a very flattering letter from 
the Duc DECcAZES, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, signify- 
ing that the distinction is conferred for important services 
-rendered to the commercial interests of France. 


Sm ANDREW CLARKE is pushing his vigorous policy in 
the Straits, and reducing to order the native States whose 
disorganisation has been for so many years a disgrace to our 
Government. The chiefs have already learnt to appreciate 
the firm and straightforward character of the new Governor; 
they are willing to submit their differences to his decision; 
they already ask for his advice and assistance. At the 
same time, having given timely warning, he has shown that 
he knows when and how to strike the decisive blow. 


Now that the Treaty of Perak has been concluded by 
Governor CLARKE it is to be hoped that his Excellency 
will endeavour to bring about a better state of things in 
Pahang. That country has been miserably misruled, and 
the trade with Singapore is crippled, owing to the inse- 
curity of life and property. Sir HARRY OrD visited Pahang 
some time since, with a view to arranging matters, but 
was unsu:

La Sériciculture, le Commerce des Sotes et des Graines et ?Indus- 
trie de la Sote au Japon. Par Ernest DE Bavier. Lyon: 


H. Georg. Milan: Dumolard Fréres. Londres illiere 
Tindall, and Co. 1874. 
Acting on the invitation of a committee of the Vienna Exhi- 


bition of last year, M. de Bavier has published this volum 
treating of Silk, the most important of Japanese products, an 
his avowed intention is, not to furnish essentially new data about 
the Japanese silkworm, but to lay before his readers a complete 
summary of all that has to do with silk in Japan, and to give 
some idea of the influence exercised by the arrival of foreigners 
upon this branch of industry. 

As indicated by its title, M. de Bavier’s work is divided into three 
main portions. In the first, after giving some of the traditions 
current respecting the origin of “ La Sericiculture,” and telling 
us that there are two kinds of silkworms in Japan, the Bombyx 
Mori and the Bombyx Yamamai, our author proceeds to consider 
at some length the actual state of the industry in Japan. Nipon, 
he says, is the only one of the Japanese islands that produces 
silk, and he divides it into three zones (northern, central, and 
southern), according to the situation of the provinces and the 
quality of their productions. Of these zones we find that the 
central one sempre by far the most important districts, and 
furnishes in silk sixty-five per cent. and in silkworms’ 
seventy per cent. of the entire produce of Japan. We ‘at 
perhaps, to mention here that M. de Bavier in the list which he 
gives of the silk-producing districts has purposely followed the 
old division of the country into nine districts and eighty-five 
provinces, instead of that which came into vogue in 1871. 
Coming to the breeding and rearing of silkworms, our author 
discusses the subject of mulberry trees and their cultivation, and 
he tells us that they are propagated in three ways, the com- 
monest method, however, being by means of marcottes, or sprigs, 
which are planted at the end of June ; ten months afterwards 
the plants thus obtained are transplanted to a piace specially 
prepared, and a year after this transplantation the leaves begin 
to be used for feeding silkworms. ere are no large establish- 
ments for rearing silkworms, except at two Bese and there 
they are few in number, and only established since the com- 
mencement of the trade in eggs; and throughout the whole of 
Jal “la sericiculture” is looked upon as a re domestic 
industry. This portion of M.de Bavier’s book, in which he treats of 
the systémes @éducation of the silkworm, will, no doubt, be found 
to much interest for those who desire to go minutely into 
the matter, but our space will not admit of our entering into de- 
tails on this point. The diseases to which silkworms are sub- 
ject have never been studied to any extent in Japan, and have 
commonly been set down by the natives to meteorological in- 
fluences. The diseases with which the Japanese are acquainted 
seem to be some seven in number, and of late years a disease called 
Koshart has proved very destructive, but the most important of 
all the diseases is the Oudshi; in this case it is a small insect, 
which is capable of producing fearful ravages in several ways. 
To this last-named disease Mr. F. O. Adumas, formerly Secretary 
of H.M.’s Legation at Yedo, paid some attention, and our author 
quotes at some length from his remarks on the subject. In the 
second part of his work M. de Bavier first speaks of les siéges du 
commerce et Vachat des soves, and points out that the silk trade is 
concentrated at Yokohama, for in spite of the more advan us 
situation of Osaka and Hiogo, with regard to the producing dis- 
tricts of the southern zone, the amount of silk which goes there 
is hardly worth mentioning. If, however, the efforts of the 
Japanese to improve their silks should extend to the south, Osaka 
A Flicgs may, he thinks, at some future time become an im- 
portant silk market. Silk is brought from the interior on horses, 
each carrying four Japanese bales, weighing in all 300 Ibs. The 
season commences in July and lasts all the year, the busiest months 
being from September to January. M. de Bavier next treats of 
the kinds of silks produced in the three zones, and after euching 
on the subject of the development of the two main branches o 
the silk-trade, and illustrating his remarks by statistics, he de- 
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votes a chapter to the deterioration of Japanese silks—a matter 
generally acknowledged and deplored. Our author approves of 
the action of the Japanese Government in limiting the production 
of silkworms’ eggs for on vader for he considers that an ex- 
cessive supply of the article, which might be induced by specu- 
‘lation, would be dangerous to the true interests of the silk trade 
of Japan. After some observations on the efforts which are 
being made to remedy the deterioration of Japanese silks, and 
on the influence of the Government and the corporations (or 
guilds) on trade, M. de Bavier passes to the third portion of his 
work, L’Industrie de la Sove. In this he treats of the manufac- 
ture of native silk-stuffa, and the machinery in use for spinning 
and weaving. In the north, he tells us, he saw apparatus em- 

loyed which was even of a more primitive nature than that 
hae described, and he was often astonished at the magnificent 
stuffs produced by such primitive means, and which could only 
have been produced by the taste, diligence,and perseverance of the 
workman, who, speaking of him as a class, is undoubtedly very 
skilful. The concluding chapter of Part III. is devoted to the 
subject of Japanese silks and silk-stuffs at the Vienna Exhibition. 
In taking leave of M. de Bavier’s valuable and instructive work, 
we must not omit to mention that the volume contains, besides 
an appendix on the Bombyx Yamamai, a well-executed map of 
the silk districts of Japan by Lieutenant Scheft, and seven tables 
and plates relating in various ways to the ailk trade and the 
machinery employed therein. 


Le Tonkin et les Relations Commerciales. 
In the last number of the Revue des Deux Mondes there a 

an article under the above title, which is of considerable 
interest and importance. In view of recent events in Tonquin, 
it is somewhat surprising to find the writer asserting at the out- 
set that it was not “dans un dessein avoué d’agrandissement 
extérieur” that the force commanded by the unfortunate Lieut. 
Garnier left Saigon for Hannoi in October last, and that this 
expedition “ sollicitée par le gouvernement Annamite lui-méme, 
avait pour objet de mettre fin aux complications qui résultaient 
de la présence trop prolongée dans ces parages d’un de nos hono- 
rables compatriotes, M. Dupuis, et d’établir simplement les bases 
d’un traité de commerce motivé par la découverte de nouvelles 
voies navigables.” After some prefatory remarks on this subject 
the writer divides his article into two sections, in the former 
describing M. Dupuis’ passage from Hong Kong to the Chinese 
province of Yunnan, by way of Song-koi, or Red River, and its 
affluents, and also the operations of the French war steamer 
Bourayne in Tonquinese waters at the end of last and beginning 
of this year ; and in the latter giving some details respecting 
Tonquin and its resources. It will probably be remembered that 
in October 1872 M. Dupuis (whose name will be familiar to 
those of our readers who are acquainted with Hankow and Han- 
yang) left Hong Kong with a cargo of munitions of war for the 
Chinese troops in Yunnan, whose commander, Ma, was then en- 
gaged in quelling the Mahometan rebellion in that remote 
portion of the Celestial Empire. After meeting with some not 
unnatural opposition on the La of the Tonquinese authorities, 
M. Dupuis eventually arrived at his destination, and delivered 
his chassepots, revolvers, &c., in wee At this point our writer 
takes the opportunity of making a few observations respectin 
the Mahometan troubles in China, and we note that he is o! 
opinion that they will never definitively cease until the followers 
oF the prophet are annihilated of else become masters of the 
country. M. Dupuis’ mission in Yunnan being ended, the 
Chinese General gave him an escort of 150 braves to see him 
safely through Tonquin, and with them and one of the steamers 
(after sending his companion back to Hong Kong in the other), 
he took up his abode at Hannoi, “afin d’y ouvrir un comptoir 
et de poser les premiéres bases du traité de navigation, dont 
nous avons déja parlé.” With such a very unusual diplomatic 
agent at work, we are not much surprised that complications 
arose, which necessitated the presence of French troops ; the 
immediate consequence has been the signature of a commercial 
treaty, and possibly before very long Tonquin will, unless other 
Powers interfere, become a dependency of the Saigon Govern- 
ment. If the Song-koi or Red River be opened to commerce, 
the writer in the Jtevwe des Deux Mondes is of opinion that all 
our efforts to find and develop a caravan route between the 
North-East provinces of India and South-Western China will 
be idle and useless, for no route will be able to enter into com- 
petition with that which M. Dupuis has recently explored and 
proved to be reasonably practicable. 

The second portion of this paper gives some valuable informa- 
tion respecting Tonquin and its resources. Tonquin, as we 
know, forms part of the Empire of Annam, and lies to the south 
of the Chinese province of Yunnan ; its capital is commonly 
known as Hannoi or Kécho, and contains about 100,000 inha- 
bitants ; the Song-koi is the chief river, and, unfortunately, like 
many great rivers, it has a formidable and dangerous bar at its 
mouth, but it is, nevertheless, of considerable size, and of fair 
average depth. One peculiarity of the climate is that in the 
daytime there is a light breeze from the sea, which renders the 
heat bearable, and there is in consequence little fear of sun- 
stroke, if foreigners are careful never, even for a moment, to ex- 
pose their uncovered to the rays of the sun. As to diseases, 
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fevers and dysentery are troublesome, but not so uent as at 
Saigon. As in other tropical countries, there are ly but two 
seasons, the rainy and the dry, the former commencing in May 
and ending in August ; typhoons and hurricanes are common in 
October and November, and are particularly destructive, but, on 
the other hand, earthquakes are of rare occurrence. Rich gold 
and silver mines exist in the west, and tin, zinc, and copper are 
found in the north. Rice, of which there are two crops in the 
year, in July and November, is the chief product of Tennis, 
and since the outbreak of the famine in India, its export 
has been rigorously prohibited; in other respects, too, thte 
country is well off as regards the productions of the veges 
table kingdom. Wild animals abound in all directions, in- 
cluding tigers, elephants, rhinoceroses, buffalos, wild boars, and 
a great variety of monkeys, the latter being peculiarly de- 
structive to the rice, sugar-cane, and fruits. The horses 
are very small, like those of Singapore and Batavia, and are 
not used for agricultural purposes or as beasts of burden. Fish- 
ing is everywhere carried on to an enormous extent, and the 
spoils of the sea and rivers are a chief article of food with the 
onquitiess. The population is of the pure Mongol type, but 
their noses project rather more than those of the Chinese. The 
women, in their youth, would be tolerably good-looking but for 
their habits of blackening their teeth, reddening their lips, and 
chewing betel-nut ! The character of the people is aid to be 
gentle and kindly, and the most common proverb among them, 
we ee told, is “Nature is generous, and we ought to imi- 
tate her.

said by the ladies of the Imperial family. A collection of legends 
relating to the incarnation of Buddha, transcribed from a num- 
ber of palm-leaf manuscripts in Burmah, in the Pali language 
and Burmese character ; a thick quarto. A Pali grammar and 
two Buddhistic works, viz., “ Vessantéra Ja&taka” and “ Maha- 
vesaantara Jitaka,” in the Pali language and Cambodgian cha- 
racter, written on palm leaves, with miniatures; enclosed in 
lacquered boards, inlaid with mother-of-pearl. ‘“ Phra~Maha- 
Wak,” a work on the laws which govern the Buddhist priesthood, 
in twenty-one parts, on palm leaves ; Pali, in the Burmese cha- 
racter ; presented by L. B. Bowring, Esq. A history of the 
Mikados, in Japanese; thirteen volumes, enclosed in a box of 
lacquered wood ; this work, it is said, was written for private 
use, and has never been printed. 








Monetary and Commercial. 





At the meeting of the National Provincial Bank of England a 
dividend was declared of 4 per cent., with a bonus of 9 per cent., 
making the division for the past year at the rate of 25 per cent. 
per annum. The sum of £50,000 was added to reserve (thus 
raised to £600,000). In consequence of the continued increase 
of business a pro rata issue of 28,125 new shares of £20, at £10 
premium, was to. The distribution for the previous year 
was 23 per cent. 

At the annual meeting of the Colonial Trusts Corporation a 
dividend was declared for the firet six months of 6 per cent., 
with a bonus of 2 per cent., making, with 4 cent. already 
paid, 12 per cent. for the year; £1,250 was placed to reserve, 
and £260 carried over. 

The directors of the Land Mort Bank of India recom- 
mend a dividend of 2 per cent for the year 1873, to add £6,000 
to the reserve fund, and carry forward £897 to the new account. 
They have resolved to raise the issue price of their thirty years’ 
Five per Cent. Debentures to 93. 

The Directors of the London Chartered Bank of Australia 
have decided on declaring at the annual meeting on the 2nd 
promo a dividend at the usual rate of 8 per cent, with a 

onus of j per cent. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Shanghai and Assam Tea 
Company (Limited) will be held on the 19th inst. to consider 
and.determine upon the advisability of winding up the company 
Voluntarily, and to appoint a liquidator if a Siiiaing-stp be re- 
solved upon. 

A meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Whitworth and Co., 
cotton and worsted spinners, whose failure was lately announced, 
has been held at Bradford. The statement of affairs showed lia- 
bilities amounting to £190,318, and assets to £85,522. It was 
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resolved to wind up the estate under liquidation. At a meeting 
of creditors of Mr. John Baynes, merchant, Manchester, it was 
decided to accept the composition previously offered of 12s. 6d. in 
the pound in four instalments, the last guaranteed, with a further 
2s, 6d. providing the estate should warrant such payment. The 
creditors of Messrs. Hall and Co., of Manchester, have accepted 
8s. 6d. in the pound, guaranteed in two months. The estate of 
Mr. James Harrison, jun., wool-stapler, Bradford, is to be 
yee up in liquidation. The liabilities are £12,500, the assets 

500. 

The suspension is reported of Mr. James Couban, cotton- 
spinner, trading as James Couban and Co., Burnley, with 
habilities estimated at about £25,000, and of Messrs. Bell and 
ae woolstaplers, Bradford, with liabilities of about 

6,000. 

The difficulties of an old “established firm engaged in the 
Eastern and China trade has been spoken of, but there is every 
probability that the matter will be arranged, and the liabilities 
are small. 

The market for Bar Silver has become weaker in price, and 
transactions have been completed at 583d. per oz. Mexican 
Dollars remain without alteration. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for April have been issued. The 
value of the Imports of foreign and colonial produce for the 
month amounts to £31,660,624, as against £31,242,237 in the 
corresponding month of 1873, and £28,587,602 in 1872, an 
increase of 1} per cent. and 10? per cent. respectively. 
In the four months ending April the imports amounted 
to £123,960,721 in the present year, against £116,109,540 in 
1873, and £115,682,882 in 1872, The increase is principally 
in living animals, bacon, coffee, wheat and other grain, spirits, 
sugar, and other articles of consumption. There is a consi- 
derable decrease in cotton and raw silk, but silk manufactures 
and wood and timber have largely increased. The value of 
the Exports of British and Irish produce for April amounted 
to £19,432,270, against £21,343,026 in the corresponding period 
of 1873, and £21,033,516 in 1872, showing a falling off, compare 
with April, 1873, of 9 per cent., and compared with 1872, about 64 
per cent. Of iron and steel, the decrease in the shipments has 
amounted to 81,862 tons, or 274 per cent., while the value has 
fallen only 234 per cent. In textile fabrics, cotton manufactures 
figure for a diminution of nearly 11 per cent.; linen manufactures, 
12} per cent.; woollen and worsted manufactures, over 104 percent. ; 
while ailk manufactures have increased nearly 9 per cent. The 
only articles of importance which exhibit an augmentation in 
their value totals are :—Apparel, 15? per cent.; arms and ammu- 
nition, 524 per cent.; beer and ale, 134 per cent.; telegraphic 
wire, from £15,872 to £139,223 ; and woollen and worsted yarn, 
103 per cent. The chief falling off has been in earthenware, 
23 per cent.; glass, 224 per cent.; hardware, 154 per cent.; 

inery, 1} per cent.; and silk yarn, 204 per cent. The total 
value of the exportations for the four months ended the 30th of 
April has been £77,234,354, against £83,719,392 in the corre- 
sponding: period in 1873, a reduction of 72 per cent.

A general want of animation has been the chief characteristic 
of the markets, and, in the absence of speculative inquiry, the 
demand for almost all the leading articles is more or less re- 
stricted, and with large supplies prices have frequently declined. 
At the close, however, a more cheerful tone prevails, Sugar, 
Coffee, and Pepper being in more demand. 

TEA. 

The market shows no improvement in tone, the amount of business 
continues very limited even for the time of the year, the orders from 
the country being on a small scale, whilst the export demand shows no 
symptoms of increase. Owing to the absence of fresh supplies, how- 
ever, there is but little alteration to notice in the prices, but at the 
public sales rather lower rates have occasionally been established. The 
public sales have comprised 11,705, of which 11,885 packages were 


printed without reserve. The deliveries for the week as compared with 
last year are as follows :—

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have sold a shade lower at 
public auction. Broken-leaf kinds with any quality have been in re- 
quest at fully previous prices. Fair to good common have sold slowly 
at about former rates. Fair Kaisows show no alteration, but the de- 
mand is dull. Good to fine Kaisows have sold rather lower. In finest 
but little has been done. Pak-Lin kinds remain firm at full prices. 
Black-leaf kinds: Common to fair medium kinds show no alteration. 
Good medium to fine mect with a moderate demand at about former 
prices. In finest a few sales have been made at the decline last quoted. 
New make Canton kinds : Common to fair show no change ; new season’s 
find only a slow sale from 1s. 6d. to 1s. 9d. per lb. Oolongs: The few 
sales made at public auction have been at about previous rates. In Sou- 
chongs sales continue difficult at last week's prices. In Flowery Pekoes and 
uncolonred Japans there have been no sales. Scented Teas.—Canton 
Capers, of old import, have sold at public sales at low prices for com- 
mon grades. The glazed kinds of fair quality show no improvement ; 
the olive-leaf kinds also remain much as before. Foochow kinds are 
still scarce. Canton Orange Pekoes: The better kinds of long-leaf have 
sold at rather better prices. Foochow kinds: Common to fair kinds 
have sold at $d. per Ix lower ; good to fine are still enquired for at 
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full prices. Green Teas.—Good to fine Moyune kinds find a ready sale 
at full rates ; common to medium Ping Suey kinds have sold at public 
sale at low prices ; in many cases the colour has been undesirable. 


SILK. 

The Market continues in an unsatisfactory state, and although there 
has been more disposition to do business during the last few days, the 
offers made have been so low that importers as a rule have declined to 
entertain them. In China Silk transactions have been on the smallest 
scale, and prices of most descriptions may be quoted 6d. lower. Canton 
Silk has been in less demand, and prices are weaker. In Japan Silk 
there has lately been some business at a reduction of fully 1s. per Ib. 
Deliveries, lst to 13th inst. inclusive :—China, 1,042 bales; Canton, 
265 bales ; Japan, 295 bales ; total, 1,602 bales. 





GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hameura, May 12. 

We learn by a letter from Paris that the treaty between France and 
the Kingdom of Annam was signed at Saigon on the 21st March ; the 
following are the most important stipulations :—Three ports are to 
be opened for trade, one of which is Hannoi, in the province of Ton- 
quin. In these ports Europeans are to enjoy the right of establishing 
themselves and holding real property. They are to be placed under the 
protection of the French Consul, supported by a garrison of one hun- 
dred French troops. All Europeans may travel in any part of the ‘in- 
terior, providing they are furnished with passports bearing the visa of 
the French Consul. China produce may be sent in transit through the 
province of Tonquin. The Catholic religion may be freely exercised in 
all of the kingdom. The Anamite Government is to pay to 
Spain a million of dollars as compensation. France is to furnish the 
King of Annam with five steamers of 5(0-horse power each, 100 can- 
nons, and 1,500 muskets. In case of a revolt of his subjects in the 
interior of the country the King of Anam is bound not to apply for 
assistance and protection to any other country than France. This 
latter stipulation is of special importance, as it implies a de facto pro- 
tectorate. The letter adds that the treaty was signed with a display 
of ceremony on both sides, and the new ally of France was greeted 
with a Royal salute of twenty-one gunsfrom the ships of war in the 
harbour, which somewhat startled the inhabitants. ; 

In the fourth number of the Preussische Jahrbucher, just published, 
& periodical of considerable weight and authority, the well-known con- 
tributor who writes under the name of “ Asiaticus” gives an account 
of the present relations between Germany and the Far East, in which 
he makes some forcible remarks on the dispute with Spain, and the 
illegal capture of the two German trading vessels, Gazelle and 
Marie Louise, on the plea of their carrying contraband of war, and 
breaking a blockade that was not effective, had never been officially 
notified, and, in fact, only existed on paper. He states that among the 
crews of the captured vessels were some British subjects, and the ap- 

ce of a single gunboat that was sent from Hong Kong to Manila to 
Asiana their release caused them to be immediately given up, whilst the 
remonstrances of Germany were of no avail, because not backed bya naval 
force. He therefore strongly recommends the establishment of a naval 
station in the Far East, with a permanent squadron of three or four 
ships of war and a few gunboats, for the protection of the German 
trade. With regard to the alleged contraband of war, the writer adds 
that every European store at Hong Kong, Foochow, and other places, 
has a collection of fire-arms of every description for sale, that muskets 
and guns are dealt in every day, and considered legitimate articles of 
trade, in which a good deal of business is done, as there is always a de- 
mand for them. It is believed that this paper is put forth as a feeler, 
and that “coming events cast their shadow before them.” 

Negotiations for the introduction of greater postal facilities between 

y and India, with reduced postage for letters and printed mat- 
ter, have been opened at Berlin, for which purpose Mr. Monteith, the 
Postmaster-General of British India, has arrived in that city from 
Calcutta. 

At the ordinary annual general meeting of the Deutsche Bank, held 

» the 5th inst., Herr Delbruck in the chair, 2,536 votes, representing 
2.574,800 thalers of share capital, were present, and a dividend of eight 
thalers per share, equal to four per cent. for the working year 1873, 
was declared. As the report had been previously printed and distri- 
buted, it was taken by the meeting as read. It was announced by the 
Chairman with an expression of regret, that on the lst July Herr 
Kaiser, one of the directors, leaves the institution, and that the Court 
of Administration had elected Herr Steinthal in his place. Herr Wal- 
ter Hasenclever has been elected member of the Court of Control of 
the Bank, vice Herr H. Bischoffsheim, resigned. The other retiring 
members were re-elected, and the election of Herr T. Sarre as mem- 
ber of the Court of Control was unanimously confirmed by the 
meeting. 

It seems now to be settled that the German Envoy at Peking, Herr 
von Rehfues, who has been now for some time in this country on sick 
leave for the benefit of his health, retires from the service at his own 
repeated request, and that the appointment is given to Herr von 
Brandt, hitherto German Minister Resident at Yedo. 

The Emperor of Germany has been pleased, by patent dated Berlin, 
April 30, to appoint Herr J. H. Focke, Doctor Juris, to be Consul at 
Hiogo Osaka.
